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Submarines and Sugar 


President Eisenhower’s judicious approach 
to relations with Cuba indicates that the Unit- 
ed States will play its hand cautiously, for 
the stakes are higher than Cuba alone. Rela- 
tions with all the Americas are involved. 


Mr. Eisenhower was asked to comment at 
his press conference on a warning by Sena- 
tor Johnson of Texas that Russia might estab- 
lish a submarine base in Cuba. If so, the 
President said, the United States would have 
to protect its interests. But he refused to 
rattle sabers over a mere possibility which, 


he suggested, was not even a like 
~ ~ . 


Soviet long-range submarines already roam 
the Atlantic without such bases. A Russian 
base on Cuban soil would violate the Monroe 
Doctrine and charter of the Organization of 
American States and invite counter-action. 
It would be somewhat less dangerous for 
Cuba to build a Cuban base available to So- 
viet submarines, but even that would threaten 
continental peace and solidarity guarded by 
the OAS. 


The possibility of foreign military adven- 
tures in Cuba is a less urgent problem now 
than the immediate fact of growing economic 
war between the United States and Cuba. 
Mr. Eisenhower was quick to use the new act 
of Congress allowing him to halt buying of 
Cuban sugar this year. Cuba has become a 
less reliable source of sugar supply, the Ad- 
ministration says. 


While this is true, cutting the Cuban quotas 
also must be viewed as a form of economic 
retaliation. Fidel Castro provoked such ac- 
tion by confiscating American property, and 
now seems bent on confiscating all of it. 
Under the circumstances the United States 
is not obliged to buy Cuban sugar at premium 
prices, or to export oil to expropriated re- 
fineries. Yhe other side of retaliation, how- 
ever, is that Cuba will be driven toward the 
Communist bloc for sugar and oil trade. 
Castro’s economy will suffer, but so will the 
Cuban people. 

~ . . 

President Eisenhower said the United 
States wants to remain friends with the Cu- 
ban people; it was the Castro government, he 
said, which was causing trouble. To a de- 
gree our policy toward Cuba seems guided by 
frustration as well as by political considera- 
tions. It has become impossible to do busi- 
ness with Castro. The Cuban people cannot 
expect their northern neighbors to take in- 
= with confiscations forever in friendly 
stride. 


But so far Washington’s limited economic 
reprisal is largely defensive, and Mr. Eisen- 


-hower carefully avoids suggesting anything 


more. Knowing the traditional Latin Ameri- 
can feeling against intervention, the Adminis- 
tration has not mistaken a Cuban threat to 
North American business for a threat to 
hemispheric peace. The same OAS charter 
that permits hemispheric action prohibits 
unilateral intervention. And intervention, 
even if provoked, would be the surest way 
for the United States to lose hemispheric 
sympathy. 

The problem confronting the United States 
now is not so much what to do about the 
Cuban revolution, but how to contain Castro- 
ism in Cuba. On that point the United States 
needs hemispheric support. 


Symington Sees No Fix 


Senator Symington has strengthened the 
view that former President Truman has aban- 
doned his presidential cause by differing with 
Mr. Truman on the former President’s charge 
that the Democratic National Convention has 
been “fixed” or “pre-arranged” in favor of 
Senator Kennedy. Senator Symington sees 
no evidence of any “rigging,” and since 
neither Mr. Truman nor anyone else has of- 
fered substantiation for the charge, he is 
right to make his position clear, Neverthe- 
less, he might have withheld comment if Mr. 
Truman was as firmly behind him as it ap- 
peared several weeks ago. Mr. Truman’s 
charge attracted no support; it damaged his 
own prestige and probably helped the object 
of his attack, Senator Kennedy. Perhaps Mr. 
Symington now sees Mr. Truman’s backing as 
of dubious value. 


Failure in Defense Leadership 


President Eisenhower at his press confer- 
ence rejected Governor Rockefeller’s criti- 
cisms of defense policy all too lightly. Many 
serious students of military affairs will accept 
the Rockefeller thesis instead, and it is un- 
fortunate that Congress, after much talk 
about a bigger military budget, wound up 
with a relatively small increase over the Ad- 
ministration proposals. 

The testimony adduced in Congressional 
hearings this year was unusually complete, 
decisive and illuminating. It stressed the 
importance of an airborne alert capability, an 
Army with modernized equipment, a 2000- 
mile-an-hour bomber, more missiles, an im- 
proved anti-submarine warfare forces and a 
greater troop airlift. 

As recently as June 23 the Senate Prepared- 
ness Subcommittee reported it had found 
that most of the Army’s new weapons, in- 
cluding missiles, existed largely on paper. The 
Subcommittee, headed by Senator Johnson, 
recommended that Secretary Gates “conduct 
a prompt and searching inquiry.” 

There have been all kinds of reports and 
all kinds of inquiries but limited results. The 
Senate raised the proposed budget $1,200,- 
000,000 more than the Administration and the 
House had sought. In the conference be- 
tween the two houses, this amount was 
chopped in half. The airborne alert capa- 
bility, for which Gen. Power, head of the 
Strategic Air Command, had testified at least 
$600,000,000 was needed at once, emerged 
with only $170,000,000—but still twice what 
the Administration had suggested. | 

-The supersonic B-70 bomber is to receive 
$265,000,000 or $190,000,000 more than the 
Administration request. Another $100,000,000 
is provided for the B-70 or the F-106 inter- 
ceptors, in the Administration’s discretion. 
The Bomarc-B anti-aircraft missile, designed 
nearly 10 years ago and still not completely 
proved, is to receive $244,000,000. 

In a televised address delivered just before 
he left for South America last January, Mr. 
Eisenhower gave reassurances that our de- 
fense is based on “an indestructible force of 
incalculable power, ample for today and con- 
stantly developing to meet the needs of to- 
morrow,” There is no way, short of war, of 
determining whether our defense is inde- 
structible. Its power was calculated fairly 
well by the witnesses before Congress who

found it wanting. On the basis of these cal- 
culations and the defense money bill it is 
impossible to find proof that our defens 
setup is ample for the needs of tomorrow. 

In previous years, national defense has 
taken 9.5 per cent of the gross national prod- 
uct. For this fiscal year it will take only 7.8 
per cent. The money was available. The ef- 
fort to appropriate it was lacking. 


Nail for a Rights Plank 

Members attending the n of the 
Democratic party’s platform committee in 
Los Angeles freely predict a stronger civil 
rights platform than in times past, and all 
the evidence supports this prediction. 

Senator Kennedy, for one, recently repeated 
his demand for a precise rights plank. Adlai 
Stevenson’s position on the subject is clear. 
Of all the possible Democratic presidential 
nominees, only Senator Johnson of Texas 
might wish to mollify the South, yet he knows 
that a weak position now may seem weaker 
in November. The chairman of the platform 
committee, Congressman Bowles of Connecti- 
cut, is a Kennedy adviser and vigorous pro- 
ponent of civil rights. 

One advance prediction is that the Demo- 
crats will criticize President Eisenhower for 
failure to say he supports the 1954 Supreme 
Court school desegregation decision. Mr. 
Eisenhower is fair game on this point, but 
his party is not. In its 1956 platform the Re- 
publican party said it “accepts the decision” 
while the Democratic platform went no fur- 
ther than to affirm support of court decisions 
generally as the law of the land. 

Nevertheless, this implied support for 
school integration continued a Democratic 
party trend toward stronger rights planks. 
The 1948 platform, which led Dixiecrats to 
rebel against former President Truman, sim- 
ply urged equality in the right to vote and 
work. The 1952 platform suggested anti-lynch- 
ing, anti-poll tax and fair employment legisla- 
tion. In 1956 the Democrats proposed further 
legislation on voting rights. 

In 1960, the main test for platform writers 
apparently will involve what is known as Title 
3. This would permit the Attorney General 
to seek federal court injunctions against all 
types of civil rights violations—as he now 
may do only in voting rights cases. Senator 
Kennedy has proposed a Title 3 plank. Cer- 
tainly it would provide a better challenge to 
the Republicans than a debate over which 
party favors the Supreme Court decision. 


This is so because the Eisenhower’ Admin- 
istration itself first proposed Title 3 and then 
deserted it. Former Attorney General Her- 
bert Brownell wanted authority to enjoin re- 
sistance to school integration. But when 
Title 3 was omitted from the 1957 Civil Rights 
Act, Mr. Eisenhower refused to recommend 
it for the 1960 Act. Attorney General Wil- 
liam P. Rogers urged “moderate” proposals 
which would not solidify Southern resistance. 
With only Northern Democrats championing 
it, Title 3 did not pass. 


Title 3 can provide a strong nail for a 
civil rights plank. Should not the Federal 
Government have as much authority to pro- 
tect all basic constitutional rights as it now 
has to defend voting rights? That is a fair 
question for the Democrats to ask of the Re- 
publicans now and of the voters in November. 


Footnote 


Bernard Goldfine, the Boston industrialist 
who gave a vicuna coat to Sherman Adams, 
will be spending the remainder of the sum- 
mer and early fall in federal prison for con- 
tempt of court in a tax case. Doubtless Mr. 
Adams, formerly President Eisenhower’s chief 
aid, will include this fact in the book he is 
writing. It was announced last year that the 
book would not be published before the 1960 
election, but in case Mr. Adams should be 
tempted to divulge some portion of it in an 
effort to influence the November balloting, 
the fact that Mr. Goldfine is in jail should 
preclude it. It might be different if Mr. Gold- 
fine had just faded away. 


Ripe for Appeal 

Circuit Judge Douglas L. C. Jones’s adverse 
ruling in the St. Louis county fluoridation 
case puts such an odd construction upon the 
state Constitution and county charter that it 
should be appealed forthwith. We are happy 
the county intends to take an appeal to the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 

The courts of last resort in California, Lou- 
isianayOhio, Oklahoma, Washington and Wis- 
consin, and trial courts in Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania and North Dakota have held that 
fluoridation does not infringe on the constitu- 
tional or legal rights of the individual under 
appropriate state enabling authority. The 
United States Supreme Court has refused to 
review four of these decisions on the ground 
that no substantial federal or constitutional 
question was involved. 

With this body of precedent against him, 
Judge Jones had to search out what he could 
interpret as a loophole in the enabling au- 
thority to reach his decision. The Missouri 
Constitution gives St. Louis county authority 
to handle certain municipal-type services in 
its unincorporated areas. And it also says the 
county may handle any municipal function 
within municipalities by a vote of the people 
of the individual municipality. 

In St. Louis county most of the unincorpo- 
rated areas, as well as a vast majority of the 
98 municipalities, are served by one water 
system, the privately-operated St. Louis Coun- 
ty Water Co. The county ordered County 
Water to fluoridate in the unincorporated 
areas only. Practically, this meant that fluori- 
dation of the municipal water supplies would 
follow as a by-product. But Judge Jones in 
effect says that so long as the municipalities 
will be fluoridated without a vote of their 
people, the county will not be permitted to 
fluoridate the unincorporated areas. 

In effect this ruling appears to deny the 
county the right to exercise its power to pro- 
tect the public health of residents of the un- 
incorporated areas, except after a favorable 
vote in the 98 municipalities. The people of 
the unincorporated areas themselves evident- 
ly would have no vote. Even more absurd, it 
appears that the majority necessary to satisfy 
Judge Jones’s theory would not be merely a 
simple majority of the total of those voting, 
but 98 concurrent majorities. If so, then four 
of the seven electors in the tiny Village of 
Champ might, for example, be able to hold 
up fluoridation in the county forever. 

Certainly the State Supreme Court should

Case Against Personal Diplomacy 


President's Function Is to Deploy Power, Not Travel and Bargain

Somehow, in the past decade, and 
particularly in the past few years, a 
notorious on has grown up 
which can if unchecked warp the ef- 
fective practice of our diplomacy and 
diminish the importance of our 
leadership. 


This confusion rests on the myth 
that somehow the President, and the 
majesty of his office, grow with the 

size of the cheer- 
ing mobs that line 

The Mirror _ the streets of dusty 

foreign capitals as 
of his procession 
sweeps by bearing 
the American mes- 
sage. Corollaries 
of this myth are 
that he is our ablest bargaining agent 
and that his presence abroad automat- 
ically expresses American good will. 


Persuaded by such myths, our Pres- 
ident in the past eight months has 
traveled faster and farther than any 
leader in our history. Nor has he been 
alone in such travels. Statesmen have 
been rocketing and. crisscrossing about 
the globe this year like satellites in 
eccentric orbit. 


From Wilson’s unhappy journey to 
the Versailles Conference down to 
Eisenhower’s humiliation in Paris and 
Japan, summitry and personal diplo- 
macy have proven a miserable man- 
ner of conducting American diplomacy. 

In the postwar era almost all Amer- 
ican triumphs of substance, from such 
minor triumphs as the ending of the 
Berlin Blockade and the evacuation of 
Austria, to such major triumphs as 
the Marshall Plan were all achieved 
by quiet, patient, covert negotiation 
before being confirmed in public. 
Where memory recalls a_ successful 
wartime summit—such as Casablanca 
and Teheran—it recalls only an ad- 
ministrative conference on tactics for 
managing a war in which purpose and 
policy were already agreed before 
meeting; such conferences as Yalta

and Potsdam at which our Presidents 
discussed issues, were failures. . 


It is not that our Presidents are 
lesser men than other chiefs of state, 
or that our diplomacy is clumsier than 
that of other peoples, It is simply 
that summitry and presidential diplo- 
macy do not fit our constitutional 
needs. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower, a man of 
enormous personal courage, of radiant 
good will, of vast experience in inter- 
national affairs, has so often proven 
himself wiser than his professional 
counsellors in diplomacy that one can- 
not question his international compe- 
tence. Were the Eisenhower family 
the British Royal Family and, like 
them, only an emblem of honor to be 
carted around the world opening 
bridges and ennobling trade fairs, his 
exertions in travel this year would be 
justified. 

But the President of the United 
States is more than an emblem. He 
is at once High Priest of our secular 
democracy and the Magistrate of its 
power. So vast is the nature of his 
power and so complicated its mechan- 
ics that he cannot, constitutionally, be

This requires a cold, exquisitely nice, 
unflustered exercise of intelligence at 
headquarters, not at the front, It is a 
job performed best from Washington, 
not in competition with other wander- 
ing road salesmen of state. 

In one of his recent polls, Mr. Gal- 
lup asked the nation which candidate 
for President is best equipped to sit 
face-to-face across the table from 
Khrushchev. Mr. Nixon won by a sub- 
stantial margin. Too many Americans 
now accept this thinking as the frame 
of our diplomacy. 

If the candidates accept this thinking 
then they, too, have swallowed the 
great myths. For the question is not 
who is the best gladiator to put in the 
world arena, but how and on what 
terms the President should choose to 
exercise his authority in foreign af- 
fairs. This is the valedictory of the 
Eisenhower voyages of the past year 
and what he has contributed to public 
experience by his trials.

Warm Weather, 
May Upset 
Meal Planning

AS WE NEAR the middle of 
July, it’s a good idea to stop 
and take a critical look at sum- 
mer menus to be sure that warm 
Weather meals are well balanced. 
What better time to do so than 
right now, as you make out your 
weekend marketing list? 

Off-schedule meals are part of 
vacation fun when the family is 
home all day and there is no 
neéd to adhere to a strict routine. 
But when meals are irregular, 
it’s very easy to slip into the 
habit of neglecting to make cer- 
tain that they are nutritionally 
well rounded. 

First of all, are you sure the 
children are drinking their full 
quota of milk? Don’t forget that 
many of them were served it 
regularly at school; are you 
compensating for this in the 
amount they now drink at home? 

Next, are you serving your 
family ample amounts of com- 
plete protein? Remember that 
we all need protein in summer 
as well as winter to build new 
tissue and repair that which is 
worn out. Fruits and vegetables 
are so tempting during midsum- 
mer that they pose no real meal- 
planning problem; just take ex- 
tra care to include meats, cheese, 
eggs, or fish in the daily menus. 

A safe rule and an easy one to 
bear in mind is that every day 

member of the family 
eat some of each of the 
food groups: Milk group, 
group, fruit and vegetable 
» and bread and cereal 


Meats, especially the leaner 
cuts, are one of the best sources 
of complete proteins. (Nice 
bonus is that ample amounts of 
complete protein, plus low 
calorie fresh fruits and vege- 
tables help keep that slim, sleek 
look.) 

Speaking of meats, look for 
values in the forequarter cuts 


eration to using some of the 
larger, meatier ribs which have 
a fuller flavor than the very 
light spareribs. Bacon continues 
to be an excellent value. 

Look for tempting prices on 
lamb this week; you should find 
some good offers and this deli- 
cately flavored meat is well 
suited to warm weather tastes. 

Chickens remain a bargain. 
Eggs continue to rate as excel- 
lent buys. More of the medium 
sized ones are now coming to 
market; in most instances the 
large sizes are still the better 
value but keep an eye on the 
situation. 

As a check, bear in mind that 
@ seven cent spread between 
large and medium size eggs 
makes them of equal value. For 
the mediums to be a better buy, 
they must be priced below seven 
cents of the large. 


FRUITS AND VEGETABLES 
include many ‘“‘good buys,” as 
‘would be expected at this time 
of year, although recent rains 
‘have taken a toll of some home- 
grown items. . 

Those early green varieties of 
“applesauce apples” are becom- 
ing more plentiful, so prices are 
working downward. 

Bananas are especially plenti- 
ful, put a double check before 
them on your marketing list; 
they are a real bargain. 

Cantaloupes of fine quality are 
coming in from Arizona and 
California. These western mel- 
ons are plentiful and among 
your best fruit buys. Supplies of 
honeydews also are increasing, 
so watch for better prices on 
them. Watermelons are most 
reasonable. 

Nectarines have worked down 
to the moderate price category. 
Pineapples are available at 
moderate prices, so are grapes, 
both the white Thompson seed- 
less variety and the red Cardi- 
nals. 

Quality in general is good on 
peaches, and prices attractive 
enough to make them one of the 
better fruit buys. 

Bing cherries from the West 
are still here—and still expen- 
sive. There is little hope of 
prices moderating, since the 
season was quite short this year. 

Strawberries are nearing the 
end of their season, and are now 
commanding high prices. Black 

red raspberries also are 
ive; the home-grown corp 
was affected by the weather. 
Blackberries are here, but in 


Vegetables 
Served 


Hot or Cold 


VEGETABLES seem to cause 
more difficulty than any other 
course of the meal. Homemakers 


are well aware of the fact that ; 


every member of the family 
should eat vegetables daily, yet 


their preparation does become : 


monotonous. 


There are two ways to solve ‘ 


the problem during the summer 
months. Serve them cold in an 
aspic, or serve them hot in an 
interesting new way. 

The vegetable aspic has three 
outstanding virtues. It may be 
prepared ahead of time (in keep- 
ing with today’s theme of easy 
summer meals); it is so attrac- 
tive in appearance that it will 
tempt the appetite dulled by a 
long hot day; and its smooth, 
chilled texture with the crisp 
vegetables for contrast is most 
tempting. Just looking at the

One formula for preparing a nutritious summer meal the easy way is to choose a skillet 
dish that will simmer along contentedly. A ham slice gently cooked in a spicy, aromatic 
sauce until almost fork tender would be an excellent example.

Three Types of Entrees 


Easy Summer Meals 


Need Not Be Skimpy Ones 


ALMOST ANY HOMEMAKER 
will be intrigued with the phrase 
“easy summer meals” on a July 
day. The important thing is not 
to confuse the words “easy” 
and “‘sketchy.” It’s all too con- 
venient to rationalize with one’s 
self that a few miscellaneous 
dishes, assembled hastily from 
whatever happens to be on 
hand, will suffice. Come now; 
that’s cheating. The family needs 
a nourishing meal in July just 
as much as in December, al- 
though prepared and served dif- 
ferently. 


Just what does constitute an 
“easy summer meal?” It may 
be planned around several 
types of entrees. Perhaps it 
is one that requires not too 
many ingredients, may be put 
on to simmer along without 


minutes. Or it may be one 
that is prepared in the cool 
of the morning and stowed 
away in the refrigerator until 
evening. 

This story contains a recipe 
representative of each group s0 
that you may choose the one 
which best suits your way of 
life. 

A lazy-type recipe is this Skil- 
let Apple-Ham; the ham slice 
simmers contentedly in a pun- 
gent mixture of canned apple 
sauce with molasses and mus- 
tard, ground cloves and sliced 
onions. When it is savory and 
almost fork tender it’s served 
with the pan sauce spooned 
around it on the platter. 


Skillet 
Apple-Ham 


One two to two and one-half 
pound slice ready-to-eat ham. 

Two tablespoons fat. 

Two cups sliced onion. 

Two cups canned apple sauce. 

One-fourth cup molasses. 

Two tablespoons prepared 
mustard. 

One-eighth teaspoon clove. 


Trim off excess fat from ham 
slice; saute in fat in skillet, turn- 
ing to brown both sides. Remove 
ham slice; saute onion until 
golden brown in drippings in 
skillet. Combine apple sauce, 
molasses, mustard and clove; 
add to onion. Mix well; add ham 
slice. 

Cover; simmer 50-60 minutes, 
or until ham slice is tender. 
Serve with apple sauce gravy. 

Yield: six servings. 


Suggested Menu: Skillet Apple- 
Ham; Hot Cornsticks; Chilled 
Coleslaw; Ice cream with fresh 
berries and cookies; Beverage. 


Here’s the entree that is 
cooked quickly, ideal for the 
homemaker who must prepare 
dinner after a day at the office. 


With Potato Puffs. 

Two large fillets of whitefish 
(or one pound package of frozen 
fish fillets—ocean perch, cod, 
haddock or sole). 

One medium onion, chopped 

Three tablespoons butter 
margarine. 

One tablespoon flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

Paprika. 

One package frozen potato 
puffs. 

One large tomato, halved. 

If fish is frozen, let thaw on 
refrigerator shelf or at room 


Blend in flour. Add salt and 
pepper. Place half of fillets in 
greased baking dish. Spread 
with onion. 


Top with remaining fillets. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
and pour rest of butter over 
fish. Sprinkle with paprika. 

Bake in hot oven (400 degrees) 
about five minutes. Arrange 
frozen potato puffs around the 
fish. Cook another 10 minutes. 
Add tomato halves to platter. 
Return to oven and bake a final 
10 minutes, or until fish flakes 
easily when tested with a fork. 


Yield: two to three servings.

A main-dish aspic is an excel- 
lent example of the third type, 
the entree that may be prepared 
in the morning. Cover with alu- 
minum foil or transparent plas- 
tic wrap and refrigerate until 
ready to serve.

Two bouillon cubes. 

One-half cup cold water.

A neat way to deal with the 
summer vegetable course is to 
start with any cooked vegetable 
you fancy (or may have left 
from another meal), then com- 
bine it with one or two crisp raw 
vegetables for texture contrast. 

Celery is always an excellent 
choice; radishes, carrots or cu- 
cumbers cut up in small pieces 
make nice variations. Bits of 
chopped pimiento add flecks of 
red to contribute to the total 
effect; a neat crown of mayon-

low heat, stirring constantly, un- 
til gelatine is dissolved. 

Remove from heat. Stir in re- 
maining one cup water and 
lemon juice. Chill to the consist- 
ency of unbeaten egg white. 
Fold in vegetable, celery, pi- 
miento, onion and capers. Turn 
into three-cup mold. Unmold 
onto crisp lettuce. 

Yield: four servings. 


Note: Shredded carrots, sliced 
radishes or chopped cucumber 
may be substituted for celery. 
If canned vegetables are used, 
vegetable liquid may be substi- 
tuted for all or part of the water. 


The other way of coping with 
the vegetable problem is to serve 
one hot prepared in an unusual 
way, or select one which does 
not appear too frequently on 
your menus. 

Take zucchini squash, for in- 
stance. It is usually one of the 
more expensive vegetables, but 
currently is quite reasonable. 
Here it is used in a recipe 
which can be partially prepared 
in the morning. Just don’t add 
the bite-size corn cereal and 
cheese topping, then 30 minutes 
before dinner sprinkle the cereal- 
cheese mixture on the squash 
and heat until brown and 
crunchy. At the same time,

BONN, July 7 (AP)—The 
West German Government an- 
nounced plans yesterday to pro- 
vide $357,000,000 in direct aid to 
underdeveloped countries, 

American delegates to a nine- 
mation meeting on assistance 
to needy lands made it clear 
they thought this was not near 
what West Germany should and 
could contribute. 


Bonn’s new program was dis- 
closed by Treasury Minister 
Hans Wilhelmi as the nine mem- 
bers of the Development Assis- 
tance Group completed the sec- 
ond day of a three-day con- 
ference he-e on ways to in- 


crease aid to newly emerging 
nations. | 

Up to now Bonn has given very | 
little direct aid. It has chiefly | 
provided indirect aid to about | 
$100,000,000 a year in guaran. | 
teeing investments by industrial | 
concerns. 

Wilhelmi told a news con- 
ference the proposal for direct | 
aid will be discussed and ap- 
proved by the Cabinct tomor- | 
row. 

The money will come from 
counterpart funds and proceeds 
from the pubvlic sale of the 
Volkswagen Automobile Works. 

Wilhelmi said the government 
would provide $238,000,000 in a 
five-year period from _ interest 
on loans made from the revolv- 
ing fund of _ $1,750,900,000 
created by West Germany to 
match | ans by the United States 
under its foreigy aid program. 

The remaining $229,000,000 will 
be supplied from the Volkswagen 
sale scheduled for later this 
year, 

The sum falls short of that ad- 
vocated by Econemics Minis- | 
ter Ludwig Erlard, who has 
said sacrifices are demanded 
from the public to aid the hun- 
gry and to counter Communist 
assistance prograins. 

American delegates to the 
DAG meeting made it clear they 
thought West Germz.:y was not 
pulling its financial weight in the 
collective western aid program. 
DAG was set up to co-ordinate | 
Western assistance programs. | 

The United States, whore bal- | 


ance of payments ran at a four 
billion dollar deficit last year, | 
has urgently proposed to its | 
allies, chiefly Germany, that | 
they supply more assistance to | 
underdeveloped lands, and not | 
rely too heavily on American | 
capabilities. 
Besides West Germany and the | 
United States, the DAG mem- | 
bers are Britain, France, Italy, | 
Japan, Belgium, Canada and | 
Portugal. |

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Home-Bred Playgoer 
ls Hope of Bishop 
In St. Louis Derby

If William Hal Bishop, Anna, IIl., horseman, starts the St. 
Louis-bred Playgoer in the $15,000 added St. Louis Derby at 
Cahokia Saturday night, it will be the first time he has sent 
a horse to the post in the East St. Louis Jockey Club classic. 


Bishop, whose stable runs un- 
der the name of William Hal 
Bishop, Inc., has more than 50 
horses in his barns and always 
ranks as one of the top trainers 
of the nation. 

Since 1946, the Anna owner’s 
horses have won 768 races, run 
second 705 times and finished 
third on 703 occasions at Illinois 
tracks alone. These colorbearers 
have earned a total of more than 
$2,000,000. 

Probably the most notable suc- 
cess for a Bishop-trained horse 
came two years ago when his 
Bernburgoo defeated money-win- 
ning champion, Round Table, in 
the Wright Memorial at Chicago. 
He tried with Playgoer against 
Venetian Way, the Kentucky 
Derby winner, last Saturday in 
the Wright, but failed. 

Should Playgoer go to the post 
Saturday night, he’ll probably be 
handled by Clarence Meaux, one 
of the most successful jockeys 
to ever ride on the St. Louis- 
area tracks. 

While Bishop will be trying for 
his first victory, another highly 
successful owner, Marion Van 
Berg of Columbus, Nebr., will 
try for his second victory and 
his third horse in the money 
with either Spring Broker, win- 
ner of the Arkansas Derby, or 


‘Captain Dick. 


Van Berg’s Endon won the 
first St. Louis Derby in 1954. 
Last year his Redbird Wish fin- 
ished second to Silver Creek 
Farm’s Roman Colonel. 

St. Louis-owned horses and 
reguiar Cahokia jockeys have 
had little luck in the Derby. 
Oddly enough, the only year in 
which area horses gained a 
share of the money was in 1957, 
when the race was run in two 
divisions. That year, Razor, 
owned by R. R. Thomas of 
Festus, was second to Some 
Classic in the first division and 
John Stelle’s Egyptian Queen 
ran third to Ezgo and Lady La- 
Rue in the second. 

The only regular Cahokia rider 
to triumph in the race was How- 
ard Craig, winner with Endon 
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in 1954. That year, Craig lost 
the track’s jockey championship 
to Meaux after a thrilling battle 
right down to the wire, Johnny 
Delahoussaye rode Lady LaRue 
and Harrel Bolin was up on the 
Stelle’s entry. Meaux rode Razor 
to second place. The only other 
regular to finish in the money 
was Wayne Beck with Dixie Hill 
in 1958. 

| The largest amount bet on a 
Derby was last year, when $72,- 
661 passed through the mutuels. 
This bettered the $71,584 total 
of 1954. On no other classic did 
the handle reach $70,000. Last 
year’s total handle, $474,472, also 
was a Derby Night record.

IT WAS MIDNIGHT and Helen said that if there was any 
coffee left in the kitchen, she would find it. She was back in 
a minute with the cup and she set it on the end table beside 
me. Helen is a big, handsome woman, dark and vigorous as & 
summer storm. She tucked 
her feet under her and sat 
listening to Bob and me 
talk of other times. 

He jiggled the ice in his 
glass and we laughed about 
the time, years ago, when 
I ran for office and the 
Republicans mopped up 
the streets with me and 
then, as a joke, elected me 
coroner on a write-in vote. 
Bob is Robert B. Meyner, 
governor ot New Jersey. 
He is a tall man—the per- 
petually youthful tennis 
player—with a toothpaste 
smile and the nasal twang 
of a kid who grew up in 
the Delaware valley. 

Earlier, there had been 
ey a black tie dinner and Bob 

had taken the guests 
JIM BISHOP through: the gubernatorial 
mansion at Princeton. It is called Morven and was built in 
1701 by Richard Stockton. It is a big Georgian mansion setting 
pale in huge lawns like a flaw in a square emerald. The 
Stocktons, rich and haughty, cared not a fig for politics, but 
were always in it. 


Helen said that the coffee had been in the pot so 
long that it might be cold. No, I said, it was still hot. 
We began to reminisce about a portly man who ran for 
governor one time and I flew with him to a liquor 
dealers’ convention in Atlantic City. He went from 
room to room, shaking hands and shagging votes. 
He walked into one mob scene and a stout woman 
hugged him so hard that they both fell on a bed and 
the candidate’s feet flew up in the air, his 10-gallon 
hat went off, and his expression was so frightened 
that I kept thinking: “What a wonderful picture this 
would make for his opponent.” 


Another time, in Salem, somebody put too much Scotch 
in his milk and he got one whiff of the perfume from 400 
ladies at dinner and he flipped his wig. ‘‘Folks,”’ he said, 
“I always say that if we don’t do right by the folks then we 
are not being fair to the people nor the voters themselves.” 
A Herald Tribune man and one from the Newark News tried 
to untie the sentence and gave up. 


Meyner would make a good President and is good Vice 
Presidential timber, too. He told me that he will not push 
hard for either job, but, if the delegates want him, he'll be 
nearby. He likes Senator Kennedy, and he gets along well 
with Lyndon Johnson. However, Gov. Meyner is too big a 
‘man, with too fine a record, to play at being coy. 


He would like to be nominated, and thinks he can 
win. Unlike Helen’s relative, Mr. Adlai Stevenson, he 
will not wait for the stampede of the delegates to his 
side. All of us agreed that Kennedy should win on the 
first or second ballot. If the convention goes to a 
third, the dark nags will bust out of the corral and 
there might be a fight such as was seen in Madison 
Square Garden in 1924, when John W. Davis came 
through on the 103rd ballot. 


We sat until a quarter of 1. Helen Meyner has a lot of 
good fight in her. She won't whimper. The governor doesn’t 
like to hurt people. This is admirable in a dentist but hardly 
a virtue in a nationally respected politician. 

I reminded the governor that, in the old days, he had 
neglected his campaign for the State Senate to come to my 
county and make speeches for me. As a result, both of us 
lost that year. Had he concentrated on himself, he might 
have won. |

PLANS FOR outdoor living 
merit the same attention as those 
for inside the house, for today’s 
outside living room can perform 
many of the functions of an ordi- 
nary interior multipurpose room. 

Many of the same decorating 
principles apply. Backgrounds 
are the first to be considered. In 
country and suburb the walls of 
the house itself are the walls of 
the outdoor room and will influ- 


ence the type of furnishings. 
Slick stucco will take well to 
black wrought iron of a French 


or Spanish persuasion. Weathered 
wood suggests the use of redwood 
chairs and tables in the same 
spirit and painted wood, particu- 
larly if it is white or pastel, 
seems an ideal background for 
some of the newer colors on 
painted steel or the metallic 
shades of anodized aluminum. 
Patios and porches, penthouses 
and terraces are similarly set 
against the walls of apartment or 
house and usually have a fence 
as a second element. Rough fenc- 
ing implies casual furnishings;

West’s two notrump overcall 
in the bidding sequence shown 
obviously cannot be intended to 
express a serious desire to. play 
a notrump contract. There is 
no such thing as having a hand 
which does not qualify as an 
opening bid, but yet later 
changes appearance so much 
that it constitutes a genuine two 
notrump overcall of either ma- 
jor suit. 


In effect, the “unusual no- 


oa amounts to a takeout 
double that denies interest in a 
major suit. West's hand is of 
this class. The convention per- 


, mits him to show his diamond- 


club length, while, without the 
use of the “unusual notrumr™ 
convention, it would be impor 
sible for him to shaw beth sr: 
with a reasonabie degree of 
safety. 

Although there appear to be 
four losers at the spade contract 
reached by North-South, declarer 
makes the hand by employing a 
simple elimination play. 

West cashes the A-K of dia- 
monds and shifts to the ten of 
hearts. Declarer wins in dummy 
and leads the queen of spades 
and finesses. 

Then, after taking another 
round of spades, South cashes 
the king of hearts and A-K of 
clubs. Now he makes the con- 
tract by leading either a heart 
or a club. 

If he leads the heart, East wins 
and must present declarer with 
a ruff and discard. Or, if South 
leads a club instead, West wins 
and must give declarer the same 
ruff and discard.

Spas and Arthritis 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Please send literature on loca- 
ions of resorts that have mineral baths for relief of arthritis. 
I understand some are very beneficial. What do you think? 
Spas are a f f physioth esa 
orm of physiotherapy—hydrotherapy, which 
may be useful for arthritis. I know that some patients report 
pas Pee It’s my belief that the reasons are: 
- The heat, from the hot baths, helps. (But 
hot baths at home.) ew cee 
2. The smell makes you think there’s something special 
about the water—and if you expect to feel better, you often do. 


3. The change of scenery gives ou something e 
to think about. It gives sind Wl doles Oke 
you have to do some moving about. Just moving an 
arthritic joint helps to keep it from stiffening. I don’t 
mean violent movement, or strenuous, extended effort. 
So that’s another way a trip to a mineral bath can 


help. I don’t favor one place above another, and hence 
don’t distribute literature on any of them. 


NOTE TO MRS. H. R. AND HER HUSBAND: When a 
person has a serious problem with alcohol (as in the case 
you've told me about) the only answer is to quit entirely. It 
may well be that “three or four bottles of beer a week”’ won’t 
do any harm in themselves, but let’s face facts. The three or 
four become five or six, and then seven or eight, and so on. 
Alcohol is a subtle antagonist. If it becomes a problem for a 
person, you can’t compromise. Quit completely. It’s like letting 


a camel get his nose in the tent—sooner or later the whole 
animal is inside. » 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: How can I recognize cancer in 
the breast area? I have been told that if a lump, about the 
size of a pea, occurs, you should consult your doctor, as it 
may be cancerous. Is a lump the only way you can tell? 

G.K.” 

For practical purposes, yes. The size of the lump is not 
important: The presence of any lump you can detect is the 
clue. If there is a lump, don’t waste time trying to decide 
whether it is ‘‘the size of a pea.” Have your doctor examine it. 


The majority of such lumps will be harmless, or 
relatively unimportant. However, there is no way in 
the world by which you can tell, yourself, whether they 
are or are not malignant—that is, cancerous. The fact 
that more lumps will not be cancer is a fact that I 
hope will remove a great deal of the terror. And the 
fact that early discovery results in a high proportion 


of cures should remove some more. 


But the fact that some lumps are cancer is, I hope, a 
sufficiently serious matter so that nobody will decide to ‘wait 
and see.” You can do nothing but lose by waiting; you have 
everything to gain by finding out as early as possible. 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: I have a touch of sugar, and 
have been buying dietetic canned desserts. Does this affect 
me? i A.H.” 
Dietetic canned desserts (usually fruits) are pre- 
pared in their own juice, without adding sugar. They 
can be eaten in the same proportion that you would 
eat fresh fruits. Please don’t rely too much on the 
“touch of sugar.” It deserves watching and it deserves 
attention from the diet angle—not overeating, and 
certainly not overeating sugar. If it’s a “slight touch 
of sugar,” you'll be better off by taking reasonable 
care to keep it slight. :

WITH ALMOST AN HOUR to 
wait before bus departure time, 
I turned away from the ticket 
counter and looked for a place 
to sit. No Negro was in the 
waiting room. I dared not take 
a seat unless I saw some other 
dark man seated. 

Once again, a “hate stare” 
drew my attention like a mag- 
net. It came from a heavy-set, 
well-dressed white man who ap- 
peared to be in his fifties. He 
sat a few yards away from where 
I stood, fixing his stare on me. 
Nothing can describe adequately 
the horror of this. You feel the 
helpless certainty that if they 
could get away with it without 
difficulty, they would unhesi- 
tatingly destroy you and con- 
sider they had done a virtuous 
thing. 

You feel lost, sick at heart be- 
fore such unmasked hatred, not 
so much because it threatens you 
as because it shows a human 
being in such an inhuman light. 
You see animal eyes in the head 
of a man. You see a kind of in- 
sanity, something so obscene the 
very obscenity of it (more than 
its threat) terrifies you. It was 
so new to me I could not take 
my gaze from the man’s face. 

A Negro porter sidled over to 
me. I glimpsed his white coat 
and turned to him. His glance 
met mine and communicated his 
understanding. 

“Where am I supposed to go?” 
I asked him. 

He touched my arm in that 
mute and reassuring way of men 
who share a moment of crisis. 
“‘Go outside and around the cor- 
ner of the building. You'll find 
the room.” 


The white man continued to 
stare at me, his mouth agape 
with loathing. 


In the colored waiting-room, 
which was not labeled as such 
because of federal interstate 
travel laws, I took the last empty 
seat, Glum faces surrounded me, 
faces dead to all enthusiasm, 
faces of people waiting, forever 
waiting. 

The books I had bought from 
the one store that had been will- 
ing to cash a traveler’s check 
for a Negro, weighed heavily in 
my pocket. I pulled one out and 
opened it at random to a page 
where Plato was quoted: 

“ ... it is by justice that we 
can authentically measure man’s 
value or his nullity . . . the ab- 
sence of justice is the absence 
of what makes him man.” 

When the bus to Hattiesburg 
was announced, we colored men 
and women took the seats at the 
rear. I occupied a seat by my- 
self next to the window and lis- 
tened to talk around me. 

“Well, here we go to -Missis- 
sippi—the most lied. about state 
in the Union. That’s what they 
claim.” 

“It’s sure the truth, too. Only 
it’s Mississippi that does the 
lying.”

ple who plan mental health pro- 
grams, by politicians, and even 
by advertising agencies, let’s 
take up each individual form of 
validity. Is the sample repre- 
sentative? 

The individuals to be inter- 
viewed were picked, as it were, 
from a hat with a giant electric 
computer doing the picking. 
Such a sample has the same 
proportion of men, women, 
high-salaried, low-salaried, col- 
lege-educated and illiterate peo- 
ple as in the census—it has, as 
it is called, the same demo- 
graphic characteristics. Is it 
representative of American atti- 
tudes? 

One important clue comes 
from repeat surveys on differ- 
ent random samples done in 
other studies. For similar ques- 
tions, the proportions of yea 
and nays remain the same. 
Then you can make the logical 
leap: “Yes, the attitudes ex- 
pressed by a single random sam- 
ple of a large enough size repre- 
sent the nation’s attitudes.” 

NEXT, ARE THE respondents 
lying? Repeat surveys on the 
same group tend to show that 
even after lapses of almost a 
year people tend to answer 
similar questions in the same 
way. If not truthful, they are 
at least consistent . . . but not 
always. 

A tremendous effort goes into 
making the respondents tell the 
truth, nevertheless. Phrasing 
questions is important: You try 
not to ask, “Are you happy or 
unhappy?” Instead you say: 
“What are some of the thing 
that make you unhappy these 
days?” 

You train your interviewers 
to establish a private, friendly 
and confidential atmosphere. 
You “sell” your survey on sci- 


survey 
used for years by peo-. entific grounds and give it an 


aura of importance. You don’t 
simply knock at the door and 
shoot questions: You make an 
appointment. 

In any case it may be harder 
to jump the next hurdle. What 
if a large number in your sam- 
ple are wunconsciously lying? 
They may want to tell the truth 
but for prestige or for other 
reasons they may knowingly dis- 
tort. Also memories may weak- 


en. 

BY AN ADROIT series of 
questions, the surveyors try to 
detect such distortions as valu- 
able indications of unconscious 
thinking. Many techniques have 
been used to uncover these dis- 
tortions—even to the giving of 
brief psychological tests. 

Finally, the master problem: 
What indication can you get of 
people’s behavior from how they 
say they behave, or would like 
to behave, or behaved in the 
past? There is a school of 
thought that says you never pay 
attention to what people say 
they like or do. Instead, you try 
to find out how those people be- 
haved who say certain things. 

Similarly with social behavior 
studies—external verification of 
behavior can lend, enormous 

to survey techniques. 
Such verification enables you to 
project with greater certainty 
the future behavior of a large 
segment of the population. 

Now what about the Michigan 
survey? If you remember it 
records only what people say 
about themselves, you can use 
the information with proper cau- 
tion. Even so it must be signifi-

PERHAPS MY SOLUTION to my own problem will help 
others who find themselves “‘growing old.” Three years ago 
my husband passed away leaving me with three married

I was 69 years 
old. I figured I could pay 
my rent and eat and pay 
my other small expenses 
for five or six years with- 
out help by carefully bud- 
geting my savings. With 
out asking me my children 
decided to donate a cer 
tain amount each month 
toward my support. Al- 
most immediately I noticed 
a coolness in their rela- 
tions toward me.

It took only two months to find two congenial women of 
my age living on a limited-income. We rented a two-bedroom 
apartment in a good neighborhood.

We all changed 
churches and go to the closest one so we can walk and save 
carfare. We selected the furniture from our three homes, 
keeping the best and most usable and sold the balance. We 
belong to a Senior Citizen group and enjoy it a lot, 


We baby sit, do clean-up and serving work for parties, 
help take care of people who are ill or just home from the 
hospital. We were given a typewriter and have all learned to 
type and address envelopes and other things at home. Who- 
ever is not busy with other things does the typing and that 
way we don’t get tired of it. Any money we earn together goes 


ina special fund and we save that for repairs or replacements 
in the apartment. 


Now my children are so proud of me and I am grateful 
to them for not trying to cover up their real feelings. My life 
is full and I am busy and happy. I would not have been this 
happy, feeling that I was a burden. A child does not “owe” 
the parents support. They pay us back when they live a life 
that is successful and good. Anyone could do what we have 
done and there are many people who would like to share a 


place with people their own age if someone would just take 
the initiative and help them find each other.

The People Elect 


NEW YORK, July 7. 

EVIDENTLY THE Congress has decided at Be to take 
some holiday after the national conventions. The Senate will 
return on Aug. 8 and the House on Aug. 15. And it would 
seem impossible that the extra session would last very long, 
as campaigning will have to begin not later than early Sep- 
tember, I imagine the hope of the Congress as a whole is 
to adjourn befc.e Labor Day. 


Campaigning will go on nevetheless by both major par- 
ties, and it seemed to have started over this past weekend so 
far as the Republicans are concerned. Gov. Nelson Rocke- 
feller issued another blast against Republican leadership. 
He charged that the Republican party leadership is not in- 


terested in competition for the presidential nomination or in 
discussion of the issues. 


In some ways what he is saying is very similar: to what 
President Truman said in his Saturday press conference. The 
implication wag that the Republican convention is “rigged,” 
that is to say that the decisions have already been made and 
that the delegates will be in Chicago purely to ratify these 
decisions. The delegates won’t be there to make free choices 
or to discuss any of the issues of ihe campaign. 


The format of the news conference, as reported on 
television, is a very lively and interesting one. I be- 
lieve such “shows” must attract very large audiences 
throughout the nation. In hig press conference Mr. 
Truman made a direct appeal to Senator Kennedy, 
and the implications of what he said may have had an 
impact on the public. But I doubt really whether Pres- 
ident Truman’s advice is as potent and influential as 
he himself seems to feel it is. 


Sometimes I think that in the struggle to win nominations 
party leaders are thinking primarily along the lines of win- 
ning the bosses and other leaders; the delegates themselves 
seem to be considered pawns. 


The leaders of both parties seem to forget that, once the 
nominations are made, the election depends on the people 
of the country, Those up for nomination dre actually bidding 
to be chosen by the people of the country to fill the most im- 
portant positions of President and Vice President—offices that 
will have the greatest effect on the future of the people them- 
selves. 

What are these people—you and me—thinking as they 
watch this preconvention struggle? How do they gauge the 
character and the ability of the men concerned? These are 
the really important questions. These are the questions that 
will be decided on election day. 


As I watch the struggle for the nomina 
how many leaders in both parties are thinking of us who are 
not delegates, who are just the people who vote in an elec- 
tion, and who are now making up our minds as we watch 
the preconvention maneuvering and listen to the preconven- 
tion goings-on. 

We, the people, must be remembered, for we can and do 
hold the power if we will only use it,

Just touch a match to them and 
they do the rest, There is a semi- 
liquid type which comes in 8 
tube, and which works like the 
liquids. Finally there is the de- 
luxe job, the electric ring. It’s 
just a big tube which glows red 
with heat when pl in, Just 
lay it on the cha and it does 
the rest.

WHAT BROUGHT this up, 
we’ve had some letters from peo- 
ple who’ve tried to barbecue 
chicken with not too much luck. 
The thing to remember about 
chicken is that it takes time. And 
you can’t hurry it. All you'll do 
is burn the chicken to a nice 
cinder on the outside and leave 
it raw on the inside. 

Chicken takes from an hour 
to an hour and a half, depend- 
ing on the size. The best size 
are young chickens weighing a 
pound and three-quarters to three 
pounds. Unlike hamburgers pork 
or even steaks, all cf which con- 
tain their own fats and juices, 
and are, to some extent, self- 
basting, chicken is fairly dry 
with little or no fat, so it re- 
quires a sauce or marinade 
which contains oil or fat. 

There’s no easy way to bar- 
becue chicken on the grill. Un- 
like some of the other meats, 
you can’t walk away and leave 
it. It requires constant attention. 
You start out by brushing the 
pieces or dipping them in barbe- 
cue sauce, then laying them on 
the grill skin side up, about four 
to six inches from the coals. 
Cook them about 10 minutes, 
then turn them over and let 
them cook about eight minutes 
on the other side. From then 
on it’s just turning and basting 
for an hour or more until the

The spit 
should enter through the back- 
bone, about an inch above the 
tail amd come out through the 
extreme front end of the breast- 
bone. 

Roast it over a moderate fire 
and give it plenty of time to 
get done all the way through.
